Marketing Development Fund — Change of Nomenclature 
RESOLUTION 

No. 13(3)MDF/73. — The working of system of account- 
ing of grants-in-aid from Marketing Development Fund has 
been reviewed. It has been observed that tne entire account- 
ing exercise of debiting Consolidated Fund of India and 
creating Marketing Development Fund in the Deposit Section 
and allowing the balance in that Fund to lapse at the end of 
the year does not have any tangible advantage. The object of 
creating Marketing Development Fund viz. earmarking certain 
amount of money for purpose of export development and 
high-lighting this activity cun be achieved by making specific 
provision for the purpose under the Major Head concerned in 
the Consolidated Fund of India for such export development 
and giving suitable descriptive notes in detailed Demands of 
the Ministry, without operating the MDF Fund i.e. transfer to 
MDF in Deposit Section from and to the Consolidated Fund 
of India. It has, therefore, been decided to do away with tne 
practice; of transfer to Marketing Development Fund in the 
Deposit Section from and to the Consolidated Fund of India. 
In future provision for expenditure on "Export Promotion and 
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Market Development" will- be made under- one head alone in 
the consolidated Fund of India. 

This in no way will affect the flame work of eligibility of 
exporters and the liability ol the Government and this scheme 
of giving grant-in-aid for export development i.e. expenaiture 
from provision under the sub-head “Ass stance for Export 
Promotion and Market Development” wul continue to be 
administered by the Committee and Sub-QommdLes set up 
for administering Marketing Development Fund as himcr-to- 
fore.
